Victory  No.  150  Is  In  Sight 

One  of  Coach  Howard's  goals  this  season  is  to  regis- 
ter his  150th  victory.  He  now  has  145  and  only  five 
other  active  coaches  have  more.  And  Howard  will  move 
up  at  least  one  more  notch  this  season  when  Coach 
Jess  Neely  at  Rice  retires. 

When  Neely  hangs  up  the  sweats  after  40  years  of 
head  coaching  (4  at  Southwestern,  9  at  Clemson  and  27 
at  Rice),  Howard  will  have  the  longest  tenure  at  one 
school  in  the  nation.  He  and  Neely  are  now  tied  for 
this  honor. 

In  12  years  of  ACC  competition,  Clemson  has  a  76- 
52-2  overall  record  and  47-25-1  against  conference  teams. 
During  this  time  Clemson  has  scored  2,342  points — more 
than  any  other  team  in  the  league;  and  given  up  1,652 
points — fewest  in  the  league.

North  Carolina  now  holds  two  consecutive  wins 
over  Clemson,  and  this  has  only  happened  one 
other  time  in  the  series  —  and  these  Tar  Heel  vic- 
tories were  42  years  apart. 

Actually,  these  two  institutions  first  met  on  the 
gridiron  in  1897,  but  the  scheduling  was  erratic. 
Consequently,  there  were  only  five  games  played 
between  the  first  one  and  1915  and  not  another 
one  until  1957.  However,  since  then,  the  two  teams 
have  clashed  every  year. 

For  awhile,  Frank  Howard  was  the  master.  After 
dropping  a  26-0  decision  to  the  late  Jim  Tatum  in 
1957,  Howard  came  up  with  six  straight  triumphs. 
Two  years  ago  in  "The  Valley"  a  Willard-Kesler- 
Black  steamroller  buried  the  Tigers,  29-0. 

Last  year  at  Chapel  Hill  the  Tigers  and  Tar 
Heels  played  a  donnybrook  they're  still  talking 
about. 

Clemson  quarterback  Thomas  Ray  had  a  field 
day,  completing  21  passes  for  323  yards,  but  still 
being  a  foot  short  of  victory  when  the  game  ended. 
There  was  much  discussion  on  a  two-point  play 
by  the  Tigers.  It  was  ruled  no  good,  although 
movies  show  that  it  was.  Some  questioned  a  field 
goal  by  the  Tar  Heels,  which  was  ruled  good. 

With  Clemson's  two-point  play  void,  Ray  had  to 
go  for  a  touchdown  and  not  a  field  goal.  With  1:40 
to  play  the  Tigers  gained  possession  on  their  own 
31.  Three  plays  later,  the  ball  was  still  on  the  31. 
But  Ray  connected  with  Rogers  for  16  and  then 
duplicated  the  feat  to  Wayne  Bell. 

Ray  had  two  more  completions  and  Hugh  Maul- 
din  ran  for  five  yards.  With  a  fourth  and  four  at 
the  UNC  19,  Ray  hit  Bell  down  the  middle  and 
with  four  Tar  Heels  hanging  one.  Bell  was  stopped 
at  the  one-foot  line. 

The  record-setting  quarterback  tried  to  stop  the 
clock  with  an  out  of  bounds  pass,  but  time  ran  out 
and  the  Tigers  walked  off  a  17-13  loser. 

Probably  only  one  other  game  in  the  series 
would  rival  this  '65  encounter.  In  1958  the  Tigers 
had  to  come  from  behind  three  times  to  win  26-21, 
which  was  Howard's  100th  victory.  A  year  later, 
Clemson  stopped  a  two-point  attempt  by  the  Tar 
Heels  to  preserve  a  20-18  triumph. 

The  series  has  been  just  about  that  close.  In  14 
games  each  team  has  scored  188  points  each  and 
the  Tigers  lead  the  series  8  to  6.

Goodrich  Williams 


Clemson  football  fans  heard  two  new  phrases  last  sea- 
son from  play-by-play  announcer  Bill  Goodrich.  The 
"mercy"  and  "whoop-e-e"  were  his  trademarks  at  Old 
Miss  and  he  brought  them  with  him  to  South  Carolina. 

This  year  Goodrich  will  be  joined  for  the  color  end  by 
Pat  Williams,  popular  general  manager  of  the  Spartan- 
burg Phillies  of  the  Western  Carolinas  League,  who  in 
his  26  years,  has  seen,  played  and  broadcast  a  lot  of 
sports. 

Goodrich  is  sports  director  of  WFBC-TV  and  Radio 
in  Greenville.  He  broadcast  the  Ole  Miss  games  for  .sev- 
en years  prior  to  coming  to  his  present  post,  and  has 
been  heard  on  as  many  as  275  stations  on  one  broadcast. 

A  21-year  veteran  in  radio  and  11  years  of  television 
experience,  Goodrich  was  no  stranger  to  South  Carolina 
sports  fans. 

While  located  with  WORD  in  Spartanburg  in  the  early 
'50's  he  did  Wofford  football  and  basketball  and  also 
play-by-play  of  the  Spartanburg  Peaches  of  the  old 
Tri-State  League.  Later  moving  to  WSPA-TV  for  two 
years,  he  handled  the  Clemson  football  films  during 
1956  and  1957  and  broadcast  the  '55-'56  Tiger  basketball 
games. 

Williams  graduated  from  Wake  Forest  where  he  was 
the  varsity  baseball  catcher  for  three  years  and  was  on 
the  ACC  championship  club  of  1962. 

The  new  color  man  received  his  masters  degree  at 
Indiana  in  1964  and  while  there,  broadcast  football  and 
basketball  for  two  years  over  the  Indiana  University 
Sports  Network.  Last  year  Williams  broadcast  on  the 
Wake  Forest  football  and  basketball  networks. 

Williams  has  been  general  manager  of  the  Phillie 
farm  club  since  Feb.,  1965,  and  with  a  seventh  place 
club,  led  Class  A  baseball  in  attendance.  This  year  the 
Phillies  established  a  new  Class  A  record  long  before 
the  season  was  over. 

The  Clemson  network,  operated  wholly  by  the  ath- 
letic department,  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful 
anywhere.  It  is  one  of  the  nation's  largest  collegiate 
networks,  having  averaged  slightly  over  50  stations  a 
game  for  the  past  five  seasons. 
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Death  Valley  Record  .  .  . 

In  the  past  24  seasons,  22  teams  have  made  appear- 
ances in  Clemson  Memorial  Stadium,  now  pretty  widely 
known  as  "Death  Valley."  Only  three  teams  (George 
Washington,  Villanova  and  Maryland)  have  an  edge  on 
the  Tigers'  home  ground  and  two  of  these  (GW  and 
Villanova)  have  just  played  one  game  in  Memorial  Sta- 
dium. Below  is  a  season-by-season  rundown  of  Clem- 
son's  record  at  home  since  the  stadium  was  built  and 
used  for  the  first  time  in  1942.

ADDITIONAL  FACTS 

Clemson's  longest  winning  streak  at  home  is  10  games 
and  occurred  during  the  1949-50-51  seasons.  A  nine 
game  skein  came  during  the  1957-58-59  seasons.  The 
Tigers  have  lost  three  in  a  row  at  home  once  (1962)  and 
have  lost  two  in  a  row  four  times  (1943,  1949,  1961  and 
1964). 


Clemson  has  shutout  opponents  26  times  in  "Death 
Valley."  (Presbyterian  9  times;  N.  C.  State  4;  Furman, 
Duquesne  and  Wake  Forest,  twice  each;  and  VPI,  Au- 
burn, Citadel,  Virginia,  Duke,  North  Carolina  and  Texas 
Christian,  once  each).  The  Tigers  have  been  shutout 
five  times  at  home  in  24  seasons  (George  Washington 
in  1942,  Maryland  in  1953  and  1965,  Duke  in  1962  and 
North  Carolina  in  1964).  Between  the  Maryland  white- 
wash in  1953  and  the  Duke  blanking  in  1962,  the  Tigers 
scored  in  38  consecutive  home  games.

A  photographer  covering  a  football  game  at  Clemson 
will  find  almost  every  facility  needed  to  adequately  fill 
his  boss'  desires. 

With  chief  photographer  Jim  Burns  and  his  assistants 
Charles  Haralson  and  Tom  Shockley  on  hand,  equip- 
ment, space,  chemicals  and  game  action  pictures  are 
available  to  visiting  photographers. 

A  27-foot  open  section  on  the  second  deck  of  the  press 
box  is  reserved  for  visiting  and  home  team  movies.  If 
there  is  remaining  space,  TV  film  is  also  shot  from  this 
point.  If  not,  still  photographers,  as  well  as  movies, 
have  at  their  disposal  the  entire  roof,  which  stretches 
over  30  yards. 

Within  the  press  box  is  a  complete  dark  room  where 
film  can  be  loaded,  processed  and  wire  photos  trans- 
mitted during  the  game. 

Burns  and  Haralson  take  game  movies,  running  two 
cameras  (one  for  coaches  and  one  for  TV).  The  neces- 
sary number  of  prints  are  made  for  scouting,  exchange 
with  other  schools  and  showing  at  alumni  gatherings. 

Shockley  shoots  game  action  from  the  field  during  the 
first  half  to  distribute  at  the  end  of  the  game. 

The  Clemson  press  box  is  the  only  one  in  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Conference  (and  one  of  the  few  in  the  nation) 
equipped  with  a  Fotorite  machine  for  rapid  print  pro- 
cessing. This  unit  enable  pictures  of  the  game  to  be 
printed  within  minutes  after  being  taken. 

Any  newspaper  or  TV  station  desiring  to  receive  this 
service  can  do  so  simply  by  requesting  it.  At  the  end  of 
the  game  a  set  of  game  action  pictures  (usually  six  to 
eight)  is  brought  to  the  individual  at  his  working  space 
for  use  in  either  Sunday  or  Monday  newspaper  editions, 
or  on  late  Saturday  night  TV  shows. 

This  has  proved  to  be  a  highly  popular  feature  with 
those  covering  Clemson's  home  games  and  it  will  again 
be  offered  this  coming  season.  Last  year  457  pictures 
were  distributed  at  the  four  home  games  and  in  four 
seasons,  1,681  pictures  have  been  given  free. 

The  coordinating  services  of  Burns,  Haralson  and 
Shockley  is  just  another  reason  why  the  Clemson  press 
box  has  received  the  two  highest  awards  from  the  Foot- 
ball Writers  Association  of  America.
